The criteria for 
these awards will be on the web site soon, handouts will be available at the April meeting and the fol- 
lowing is a brief description of each award. 

The Hall of Fame is a permanent and perpetual recognition of a members lifetime achievements. This 
award may be given once per year at an induction ceremony during the holiday meeting. Previous 
awardees include W6BZE, W6PT and W6KUT. 

The Dxer of the year award is recognition of a member’s achievements during the calendar year. This 
award is given once per year at either Visalia or at the holiday meeting. 

The Big Gun award goes to each member who has worked enough countries to qualify for the Mixed 
DXCC honor roll. It is given only once to a member. 

SDDXC “Top Gun” award certificate is bestowed on any member who has worked every country on 
a DXCC countries list that was current at the time of the achievement. This award is only given once to 
a member. 

Please contact him or anyone 
on the board if you would like to nominate someone or become a club officer yourself.
